BIMETALLISMS IN LONDON. 


Wolcott and Party Meet Leading 


British Statesmen. 


LONDON', July 12.—An important con- 


ference was held at the foreign office to- 
day between Senator Wolcott, former 
Vice President Stevenson and General 
Paine, the members of the United 
States bimetallic commission, and Am- 
bassador Hay and Lord Salisbury, Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, chancellor of the 
exchequer; Arthur Balfour, first Lord 
of the treasury, and Lord George Ham- 
ilton, secretary of state for India. 


The conference, which lasted an hour, 


was preliminary to carrying on of fur- 
ther negotiations on the subject of in- 
ternational bimetallism. Tbe Ameri- 
cans did most of the talking. Lord Sal- 
isbury inquired what were the powers 
of the American commissioners and was 
informed that they stand authorized to 
make arrangements for the holding of an 
international conference, or make a 
treaty of international 
bimetallism, 


which they might submit to their gov- 
ernment lor ratification. 
It was stated also that France waa 


ready to co-operate with the United 
States, Great Britain and Germany in 
reaching an agreement for international 
bimetallism. 
The British representatives present 


made no statement indicating their lli- 
teiitiona in the matter. 


Lord Salisbury accompanied Mesara. 


Wulcott, Stevenson and Paine to lunch- 
eon at Windsor on Saturday, when they 
were received by the Queen and pre- 
eented to Her Majesty their commis- 
sions as apecial envoys. Tho reception 
was entirely formal.

tofttler ol extending aid to indigents; a 
matter which requirea their best atten- 
tion and moat patient endeavor in order 
to So justice to the taxpayers ami at the 
R«ne time perform an unquestioned 
dfety to those who require assistance. 
like every schema of an eleemosynary 
•character it ie eubiect to abuse on the 
•jtart of those who participate 
in its 


benefits, and it is only by rigorous in- 
inYeatigation 
and 
CORP taut attention 


that undeserved charity from this pub- 
He source Cffn be kept, at a minimu 
Only those who have investigated the 
subject can have an adequate idea of 
the burdensome and vexatious character 
of this branch of 
the 
supervisors! 


work. 


Among tho applicants tor aid are 


many undeserving 
and many who, 


while their need is actual, should be 
able to take care o£ themselves. To 
segregate the deserving from the un 
•deserving requires a thorough inves- 
tigation of every case, and it would bo 
surprising if some cases of imposition 
if not actual fraud upon the county, 
vere not found. It ia nevertheless the 
•duty of the board, difficult though it 
may he, to prevent anything of this 
kind. This is not only true because of 
the coat to the taxpayers, but because 
•of tbe undesirable effect upon those 
•wiiu accept charity . 


That some plan should be devised 


-wiiereby most of these contributions of 
personal aid may be obviated ie evident, 
'but what that plan shall be is not eo 
•easy to determine. A poor farm where 
-those who are able to work but unable 
to secure employment could be given 
•a chance to earn subsistence would afford 


• u partial solution, hut there would still 
Tdtnaiu widows and their children and 
in valid e who cau exist with a little aid 
without becoming inmates of the county 
institutions. 


In this connection it should be stated 


'that there is a cause for the number of 
indigents in Fresno county which doea 
not -exist in some localities and which 
will be modified by the development 
•of industries furnishing 
employment 


more continuous in its character. Dur- 
ing the vintage and fruit packing eeaeon 
there is abundance of employment here, 
and many people come from adjacent 
. localities to secure it and a considerable 
number ot these 'remain here. During 
.the remainder of the year there is much 
lesa labor to be done and consequently 
•« surplus ot laborers to perform it. A 
.good many cases ol destitution result1 


from this cause, and then there is no 
present means ot relief except through 
pnblic charity. If the county were pre- 
pared to furnish these people temporary 


• employment, it could be done to the ad- 
vantage ol both the public and the 
needy class.

portance, and requires broadmindod and 
humane treat 
tory solution.

There ia no doubt that there is n large

The Fresno vineyard, six miles east 
f this city, was visited by a eerious lire 
ast evening between 0 and ti o'clock, 
he distillery and packing bouse were 
estroyed, and tho loea amounts to 
bout $10,000. It waa only by tbe do' 
ertnined efforts of the vineyard em- 
loyes tbat tbe flames were prevented 
roin communicating with the big wine 
ellar, the destruction of which would 
avo added many thousands of dollars 
o the loss. 
The lire started in the boiler room in 
ie distillery buildiue, and it was not 
iecovercd till the roof was ablaze. The 


wine maker bad steam in the boilers 


uring tbe day for power to pump wine 
ut of the large caska in the cellar into 
mailer receptacles in which the liquor 
a placed on the market. Vine brush 
ras uaed for fuel. Tbo wine maker via- 
;ed tbe boiler room only occasionally to 
re up, but be always was careful, after 
barging tbe furnace, to clean up on the 
oor so that nothing might be left there 
hat could be ignited. 
Just how the blaze originated is un- 


known. 
The wine-maker had been 


;one from tbe place quite a while, being 
jngaged in work in the cellar, when the 
ire was discovered. The building In 
which the distillery and boilers were 
ocated was built of adobe brick, but 
parts of the interior of tbe structure 
ind a corner of tbe walla near tue 
urnace were constructed of timber. 
The lire undoubtedly caught from tbe 


iurnace, perhaps from a epark that 
escaped while fuel wae being thrown in. 
August Kohl ting waa tbe wine maker 
who had tended the furnace, but be 
always exercised the greatest care in 
:iis work and It ia hardly likely that the 
ire waa due to any caroleaBueaB ou bia 
[tart. He alwaya swept up the floor in 
[rout of the furnace alter placing fuel 
in it. 
Tho interior ol tbo building and tbe 
oof were quickly enveloped in llamea 
.uul a sited adjoining, in whicti there 
wore Eixlcen tanke uaed for storing the 


.nery refuse from which tha brandy is
